Some time earlier, when Dennis J. 
Long was the chairman of the 
board, -he issued a notice to 
“Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners, Police Officers

county computers without autho- 
rization carried criminal sanctions 
for violations of Public Act 53. 

Attached to his Notice was a copy 
of the act and a form where each 
employee was to sign and acknowl- 
edge the contents. The Notice also 
stated clearly that “Act 53 carries 
criminal sanctions for violations, 
and that future violations will be 
prosecuted.” : 

Late -Friday, April 24, The 
Avalanche received a packet of 
communications from an “unnamed 
source” regarding the deletion of 
records case. It included a personal 
letter from former secretary to the 
Crawford County Clerk/Register of 
Deeds, Ms. Leonard, to State Police 
investigators, alleging numerous 
improprieties against the clerk, 
regarding private use of county 
computers. 


The packet also contained a letter 
from Chairman John’ M. Hartman, 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners, to Prosecutor John 
Huss, alleging “significant inappro- 
priate activity in the clerk’s office” 
that he would like to have investi- 
gated.

Another letter from Hartman 
included in the packet was directed 
to the State Police investigators 
informing them what “actions I 
(Hartman) have taken at.this time,” 
regarding Ms. Leonard’s allegations 
against Ms. Moore. Detectives 
Goeman and Newton of the 
Traverse City Post are investigating 
the “deletion of records” case for 
the County of Crawford. 

The “inappropriate activities” were 
laid out in Ms. Leonard’s letter to 
Investigators Goeman and Newton, 
and listed were “typed minutes for 
Republican Party, and provided 
many acts of information to many 
people involved with A.B.W.A. 
(American Business. . Women’s 
Association, to which the clerk 
belongs), Kirtland College, County 
Clerk’s Association; and letters of 
recommendation for Jr. Miss 
Contestants.” 


Sandra Moore, Clerk/Register of 
Deeds, said the accusations in 
Leonard’s letter are “untrue”, and 
that she found Leonard’s letter to 
the State -Police investigators 
“absolutely absurd and an attempt 
to cloud what is really going on.” 
Moore stated further that “my per- 
sonal files are at home on my own 
computer where they belong.” 

She concluded by saying that 
“none of the records deleted from 
the county’s computer were mine. 
They were years of county records, 
such as court documents, commis- 
sioner’s minutes, agendas, ordi- 
nances, election notices, and

Illegal dumping is ‘destroying our forests’ 


Dear Crawford County Residents, 
There is a problem which con- 
stantly faces us, although it is often 
hidden from view by a shroud of 
pristine forest. The problem to 
which I am referring is that of illegal 
dumpsites in our woods.

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Citizen speaks out 
against animal abuse 


To the editor, 

Traverse City: Three men hang a 
puppy by the neck and then stab it to 
death. : 

Crawford County: 25 animals are 
found starved to death. Two weeks 
later a rottweiler is found padlocked 
to a tree starved to death. 

Animal abuse is a serious crime 
no one likes to read about. It hap- 
pens more often than any of us 
know. 

May 3-9 is National Be Kind To 
Animals Week a good time to talk 


about animal abuse. 


in 88 % of families receiving ser- 
vices from the New Jersey Division 
of Youth and Family services, where 
physical abuse occurred, animals in 
that home were also abused. In 
about two-thirds of the cases, the 
abusive parent had killed or injured 
the animal to discipline the child. 

In a study of women entering safe 
houses and abuse shelters 74% had 
pets, 71% reported pets being 
threatened or harmed. 

Women reported they were afraid 
to leave home because of threats to 
harm the animals. This happened 
here recently, folks! After returning 
home from an abuse shelter a 
woman found that their beloved 
family pet had been killed. 

Jeffrey Dahmer and David 
Berowitz both abused animals as 
children. In a study of convicted 
sexual homicide perpetrators 36% 
abused animals in childhood, 46% 
in adolescence. 

Twelve year old Eric Smith stran- 
gled his neighbors cat with a garden 
hose, which was dismissed as a 
prank, One year tater, he murdered 


four year old Derrick Robie in the 
same way. 


The link between animal abuse 
and violence towards people is real. 
it Should not be overlooked or dis- 
missed. The FB.I. now includes 
incidents of animal abuse in their § 
profiles of serial killers. 

Many people will not read this far. 
We have buried our heads far too 
long. Michigan has some of the 
Most progressive cruelty/negleci 
laws in the United States. It is now 
a felony to intentionally kill or 
injure an animal. A person’s right to 
own animals can be forever revoked 
when they are found guilty of a sec- 
ond offense, which is now a felony. 

This is a serious problem recog: 

nized by our lawmakers. After 
many years of work it is recognized 
by our Prosecutor, John Huss. Iam 
thankful for John’s support because 
many animal care people have told 
me that their Prosecutors do not 
view the situation as such. 
’ Unfortunately, we see a lot of 
abuse and neglect at the animal shel- 
ter. Often we cannot put a name {0 
the abuser because the animal was 2 
stray. 

During this week where being 
kind is promoted, take time to look 8 
little closer at that animal or child 
you think may be abused. If you 
believe what you suspect is Wut, 
report it to the proper authorities. 
Ask law enforcement to look at this 
crime more seriously, an animal 
may not be the only one you save. 


‘ Do not stop on May 9. Help con- 

tinue the effort until the abuse stops- 

Let's all help break the link between 

animal abuse and violence towards 
people. ”

We live in an integrity challenged age! 


The thesaurus in Microsoft Word for. 


Windows lists the synonyms for integrity 
as: “honesty, virtue, honor,’ morality, 
principle, uprighteousness, righteousness, 
goodness and probity.” In this post- 
Christian age which has jettisoned the 
supernatural, and has made naturalistic 
human reasoning the supreme test of all 
things, man is confusing the identity of 
integrity. - 

Thosehaving abandoned God, the Bible, 
and resulting Western moral tradition, have 
no absolute standard left to determine 
honesty from dishonesty, virtue from vice, 
honor from dishonor, morality from 
immorality, principle from presupposition, 
right from wrong, or good from bad. 
Having replaced the authority of God, they 
feel superior to judge morality.

persons who still cling to God, the Bible 
and moral tradition: Such persons they 
brand as unloving, ‘uncaring bigots who 
fe Oe ene Pesach lenliy piece 
moral judgments. 

The first three time the word integrity is 
used in the Bible it is identified with the 
inward heart Integrity then, speaks of 


inward character. As former President 
Abraham Lincoln once said, “Character is 
the tree; reputation is the shadow.” 
Someone else has said, “Reputation is 
what people think you are, Character is 
what God knows you are.” Integrity then 
reflects a God approved inward character. 
Today people often identify integrity 
and character with sucessful social 
economic, and educational factors. But, 
God identifies integrity by. testing and 
conflict. Thename Job remains a proverbial 
Mame for human suffering and injustice, 
yet God used Job to prove integrity, (Job 
2:3) “And the LORD said unto Satan, Hast 
thou considered my servant Job, that there 
is none like him in the earth, a perfect and 


upright man, one that feareth God, and . 


.escheweth evil? and still he holdeth fast 
his integrity, although thou movedst me 
against him, to destroy him without cause.” 
After losing his wealth and family except 
for his wife, Job was challenged to give up 
his integrity. (Job 2:9) “Then said his wife 
unte him, Dost thou still retain thine 
integrity? curse God, and die.” Though 
Job lost his friends and family, he retained 
his integrity to please God. (Job 31:6)
